A few days ago, we were luok- 
ing ot a fine coloured sketch of 
the Peninsula Hotel now in 
course of construction at Kow- 
loon. It was a splendid piece of 
work and gave an excellent im- 
pression of what this mganificent 
building will look like when 
completed. There was only one 
thing wrong with it-the fore- 
ground of the picture, which 
gzve the impression that the 
hotel stood on the seafront, with 
a fine broad promenade between 
the building snd ‘our beautiful 
harbour... That, we presume, was 
what might be termed artistic 
licence. But the picture set us 
thinking.. The thought came to 
us that the sketch reflected what 
ought to be. Instead, howevers 
of a broad roadway between, the 
hotel site and the harbour, we 
have the railway line running 
down almost tv the water's edge. 

Whose idea it was ever to 
bring the railway track right 
down to this point, skirting the 
whole Eurupean residential dis 
trict, we du nut know. I[t is now 
generally conceded that it was a 
mistake. “It was, we know, in- 
tended tu.carry the line across 
the road close to the ferry wharf 
and on te the but a 
more absurd route could scarcely 
have been chosen. The result 
has been to deprive Kowloon of 
along stretch of foreshore where, 
in other days, happy times were 
spent by bathers, and also to 
make the provision of a pro- 
menade impossible so long as the 
railway follows its present track.

Even 
this could be greatly improved 
by closing the greater part of it 
as a road, turfing it, planting « 
few trees, providing » number of 
seats and running a small path- 
way through it for pedestrians. 
A bandstand could even be 
erected, and ‘in the summer 
open-air performances given. 
That is: just o little idea of what 


‘}might be done if ‘we were as 


enterprising as we should be. 
One thing, however, is certain, 
and thatis the anomaly of Hong- 
kong being practically without 
any promenade whatever. Even 
Shanghai, though the .waters be 
those of the muddy Whangpoo, 
can beat us in this respect. 


Our Trees. 


A correspondent to the local 
Press a few days age had some- 
thing to say, evidently “writ 
sarcastic,” about the trees in 
Hongkong, and we think his re- 
marks are for the most part welt 
merited. It is difficelt for the 
average citizen to know whether 
the men he sees lopping branches 
or felling trees on the island are 
foresters carrying out lawful ins- 
tractions or timber xtealérs at 
their fell work. Only the other 
day the writer observed, in a 
wooded part of Hongkong. at least 
half a dozen trees—some of them 
fine specimens of the Chinese 
pine which had been ring-bark- 
ed; and it seemed impossible to 
believe that the department con- 
nected with the arboreal ameni- 
ties of the Colony could» be 
responsible for such destruction. 
After the damage caused by the 
big typhoon there was more 
damage done by unscrupulous 
firewood-cutters, who seized the 
opportunity of felling a few more 
trees in each area where they 
operated. For some days they 
were- permitted to work their will, 
until it became difficult to impress 
upon the more ignorant Chinese 
villagers that such practices were 
ilegaL. Perhaps it is an 
aftermath of that period which is 
responsible for the: present evil, 
the timber thieves being em- 
boldened by their previous 
apparent immunity of about 5 
In any case it 
is just as well that the matter 
have special attention drawn to it. 


Far East Defences. 


Mr. Geoffrey Drage, whose 
remarks on the proposed naval 
base at Singapore have already 
given him much publicity, now 
draws further attention to the 
Far Eastin what must bea very 
outspoken article in the Nine- 
teenth Century, judging from the 
summary wired by Reuter on 
Saturday.

Japanese) aygression, Now 
that these mutters have been 
publicly’ discussed, it were as 
well tu face them.boldly. instead 
of continuing the foolish fashion 
vf taboo. It is suggested that 
Imperial defence problems are 
likely to be ‘shelved owing to 
those prevalent beliefs in an 
English-speaking unwritten pact, 
and that it is high time concrete 
proposals were put forward and 
decided upon. We agree with 
this view. Nothing is to be gained 
by leaving such big questions to 
chance;.and at the very least a 
discussion by the forthcoming 
Imperial Conference will clear 
the atmosphere of much doubt 
and misunderstanding. —
